1. To keep your floor design from becoming 
cluttered, never use more than 3 or 4 colors. 


2. If a room has many pieces of furniture, a 
simple design will show them off to best advantage. 


3. Use busy, “loud” designs only in active areas 
such as game rooms or rumpus rooms — living 
and dining rooms need quiet, subdued designs. 


For special problems 


SMALL ROOMS: Use small designs that do not over- 
power the room. The simple border treatments or 
half-tile insets will make the room appear larger. 


NARROW ROOMS: Rooms of rather tight dimensions 
one way can be made to look wider when you 
use stripes of contrasting colors across the narrow 
dimension. 


CUT-UP ROOMS: Use an irregular design that gives 
an all-over “textural” effect. This way, you elimi- 
nate the broken up feeling of defining irregular 
walls. 
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How to choose your color schemes 


YOUR HOME REFLECTS YOU —your personality and way 
of living. So choose your favorites in color and de- 
sign. The chances are that color combinations that 
have always appealed to you will look well in your 
home. To experiment with them, use swatches of 
your upholstery fabrics and our tile samples. You'll 
see how easy and how much fun it is to select a 
color scheme.

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ON GRADE 


Many factors such as cost, color and design, degree of 
resiliency, etc. enter into making the best choice of a 
resilient floor. One of the most important factors—and 
properly the first to be considered—is the relation of the 
sub-floor to ground level or grade. Hence, floors are com- 
monly classified as below, on, or above grade. 


BELOW-GRADE 


A typical example is the concrete basement floor. Such floors 
are in contact with the earth and subject to a destructive 
alkaline moisture condition at the surface. This is caused 
by ground moisture combining with alkaline salts in the 
concrete as it works its way upward. In such cases, special 
resilient floors and adhesives designed for the purpose should 
be used. Specify Solid Vinyl Tile, Vinylbest Tile, and 
Asphalt Tile. 


ON-GRADE 


This is a concrete slab laid at ground level. It is very much 
in evidence today in modern ranch-type homes and base- 
mentless schools and business establishments. Although 
alkaline moisture is not as prevalent here as with below- 
grade floors, it is still a possible hazard. Specify solid Vinyl 
Tile, Vinyl Asbestos Tile, Asphalt Tile, Inlaid Linoleum, 
(yd. gds. and tile), Wonderflor Vinyl Tile, Inlaid Vinyl 
Yard Goods. See detailed specifications for Yard Goods 
on grade. 


ABOVE-GRADE 


Typically a floor of wood or concrete suspended over a ven- 
tilated air space. Here moisture is no problem. Of course the 
floor surface should be smooth, dry and clean. Suspended 
concrete floors may be either standard construction, finished 
with a smooth cement topping; or solid slab construction, 
which should be smooth troweled (not float finished.) For 
above-grade wood or concrete floors, specify any of the 
previously mentioned products.

RESILIENCY 


From the standpoint of the consumer, resilience is perhaps one of the most 
important characteristics to be considered when specifying smooth surface 
flooring. Basically, resilience is a measure of the ability of a material to 
recover or return toward its original shape after an external load has been 
removed. Certain floor coyerings such as rubber tile have what might be 
termed an “elastic memory” recovering its indentation almost entirely. 
Asphalt tile, on the other hand, is without this ““memory”’ and shows vir- 
tually no recovery when subjected to.heavy loads.

But to be truly resilient the flooring must also possess the ability to “‘give”’ 
under impact. This ability of the flooring to depress readily underfoot is a 
direct measure of personal comfort in walking. Thus the proper choice of 
flooring will aid in reducing fatigue of people who are required to be on their 
feet for long periods of time in the course of their work. 


QUIETNESS 


It should also be kept in mind that floors play an important part in the 
acoustics of rooms and corridors. Walking on floors generates sound in direct 
proportion to their hardness. This ability of a flooring to absorb impact 
sounds from walking or dropping objects is a measure of relative quietness. 
When an object is dropped on the floor, part of the noise is absorbed into the 
floor, part is transmitted through the floor, to the room below, and part is 
reflected back to the ear of the observer. The latter determines the degree of 
quietness of a floor. 

Absorption of air borne noises by smooth surface flooring is negligible. This 
type of noise requires other absorbents such as acoustical ceiling tile, draper- 
ies, and upholstered furniture. 


RESIDUAL INDENTATION 


The inability of a flooring to recover from indentations caused by temporary 
pressures exerted by chairs, desks or other articles of furniture not protected 
with suitable furniture rests is termed residual indentation. Such irregulari- 
ties cause the floor to become unsightly presenting a cleaning problem. 


While most of the federal specifications for floor coverings have indentation 
requirements, the test methods employed in evaluating the various types of 
products differ with respect to load, dwell, size of the indenting medium, etc. 
Congoleum-Nairn’s Research and Development Department has made 
studies of the various test procedures utilized by Government and Industry 
which have resulted in controlled laboratory tests to determine the maximum 
safe static load limits for each of the commercial-grade Congoleum-Nairn 
floors. 
This chart represents Congoleum-Nairn’s recommendation for maxt- 
mum safe loads which may be applied to the floor without causing 
noticeable permanent indentations. Protective cups should be placed 
under heavy, infrequently moved furniture. Light movable furniture 
should be protected with flat-bearing, rounded edge glides not less than 
1%” in diameter. Where casters are required, they should be made 
with soft non-staining rubber and not less than 2” in diameter and 
34 in width.

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GAUGE 


Under equal conditions of service and 
maintenance heavier gauge resilient 
floors will give longer wear. Indeed, in 
the early days of resilient flooring, 
gauge was considered all-important. 
Products were much thicker than they 
are now. For example, “Battleship” 
linoleum called for #1«” gauge, or thicker. 
Actually it was even made in 4”, and 
even 8mm (0.315”) to special order. 


Now, however, due to modern, highly 
developed manufacturing methods and 
new and improved materials, resilient 
flooring can offer much greater wear re- 
sistance. Gauges, once regarded as too 
“light” are now considered completely 
satisfactory for most residential and 
commercial installations. In addition 
the trend of the times toward frequent 
redecorating has made durability a less 
important feature. 


Of course gauge affects more than just 
service life. It influences appearance

and comfort too. The thicker the floor, 
the more effective it is in hiding sub- 
floor irregularities and the more hand- 
some it appears. Greater thickness also 
means greater resiliency which increases 
quiet and comfort underfoot. 


Gauge Selection 


When selecting smooth surface floors 
specify light and standard gauges for 
light service areas only. Heavy gauge 
is required for most commercial instal- 
lations because such floors are usually 
subject to concentrated traffic. 


Because of the superior wear resistance 
of modern plastic materials, plastic 
floors can be made in thinner gauges, 
with durability that compares with lin- 
oleum in thicker gauges. A good 
example is the Inlaid Vinyls which 
equals the wear of heavier gauge 
linoleum.

COSTS 


The installed cost of resilient floors 
varies widely. Of the many factors in- 
volved, price of the material is one of 
the most important. Material costs 
cover a wide range in accordance with 
the many types of products available 
—from asphalt tile to full-thick vinyls. 


However, initial cost should not be the 
determining factor when considering 
cost of a floor. Cost per year—the total 
of all costs averaged out over the serv- 
ice life of the floor—gives a truer pic- 
ture. Thus, while asphalt tile always 
shows the lowest initial cost, its cost 


per year is otten greater than that of 
higher priced products. 


Gauge has direct bearing on the price 
of a resilient floor product. The thicker 
the gauge, the higher the price. Color 
and styling govern the cost, too. The 
lighter colors and more highly styled 
designs generally are in the higher price 
groups. And of course, it costs more to 
install personalized designs, detailed in- 
serts, etc.

Certain areas, such as surgical wards, arsenals, 
and powder plants require electrically conductive 
floors to dissipate static electricity —a dangerous 
explosive hazard. In this regard, it is important 
to note that in addition to the requirement for 
maximum resistance there is also a specified min- 
imum resistance. This requirement is essential to 
protect personnel against shock which might be 
caused by the shorted flow of electricity from 
lighting or power circuits.

RESISTANCE TO GREASE AND ALKALIES 


Resilient floors can encounter grease and alkalies from these three sources: 


1. A common source is accidental spill- 
age of liquids or solids containing 
grease or alkali. In this case, where 
contact with the floor is usually brief 
due to prompt clean-up of spills, dam- 
age to the floor is minimized or com- 
pletely eliminated. Of course, if the 
floor has been properly maintained 
with a wax film over the surface, spills 
are removed so much easier and so 
much more completely. 


2. A greater problem occurs where there 
is a slow accumulation of grease or 
alkali on the floor over’an extended 
period of time. This can happen in a 
kitchen where there is entrainment of 
cooking vapors on the floor. Another 
cause is faulty maintenance: where 
cleaning materials are not properly re- 


3. Themostserious alkali problem is alka- 
line moisture in on-grade and below- 
grade concrete slabs. To solve it satis- 
factorily the architect should insist 
upon the following: 

a) Selection of a product that gives 
adequate resistance to alkaline 
moisture. 

b) Installation according to specifi- 
cations for materials and proce- 
dure. 


Knowing the sub-floor and the projected 
usage for the finished floor, the architect 
can easily specify the product that will 
give the most satisfactory service under 
any or all of these three conditions. The 
chart below tells at a glance the relative 
resistance ratings of Congoleum-Nairn 
Products.

Thermal properties of the various 
types and gauges of resilient flooring 
are important when considering de- 
sign characteristics of radiant heated 
subfloors. Thermal conductivity and 
thermal conductance factors listed in 
the following table represent average 
values of the various Congoleum-

LIGHT REFLECTANCE 


AND GLOSS 


The properties of light reflectance and 
gloss have become increasingly more im- 
portant to the architect with the advent 
of new surface treatments and the trend 
toward lighter, brighter colorations in 
today’s construction boom. 


The term light reflectance is defined as the 
percentage of total light falling on a sur- 
face which is reflected back to the eye of 
the observer. Reflectance of Congoleum- 
Nairn RESILIENT floors, as measured 
by the Hunter Multi-Purpose Reflecto- 
meter using a standard light source, is 
not influenced by the nature (smooth- 
ness) of the surface, but is dependent 
upon color of the surface. Pure white, 
the highest reflective value, is rated 100; 
pure black, the lowest reflective value, is 
rated zero. Reflectance thus refers to the 
lightness or darkness of any given color 
or combination of colors having specific 
reflective value falling between the ex- 
tremes of black and white. Obviously, 


the reflectance of marble or multi-colored 
patterns will vary depending upon the 
distribution and amount of the different 
decorative colors falling within the area 
of measurement. The reflectance values | 
listed on pages 12 and 13 are average 
values over areas representative of the 
average color in the pattern tested. 


Gloss is a particular kind of reflectance 
measurement (sometimes referred to as 
“specular reflectance”) and is defined as 
the percentage of total light falling on a 
surface which is reflected back to the eye 
of the observer, providing the angle from 
which the measurement is made is exactly 
equal to the angle of incident light. 


In Fig. 1, we show that reflectance is in- 
fluenced by color only and is independent 
upon surface smoothness. Conversely, Fig. 
2 illustrates that gloss depends entirely 
on surface smoothness.

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MOISTURE PROBLEMS 


The widespread popularity of slab 
construction plus the growing trend 
toward utilization of basement areas 
for family living space have made a 
knowledge of moisture problems in 
concrete floors, and the means for 
dealing with them, increasingly impor- 
tant. Thus, significant developments 
such as new alkali resistant sheet 
vinyl backings, homogenous vinyl 
tiles and improved adhesives merit 
the architect’s close attention. 


Almost without exception, flooring 
failures such as bleed, softening, curl 
and expansion are attributable to a 
loss of adhesion caused by water. De- 


fective plumbing, excessive flooding, 
residual water in slabs and entry of 
water from the ground via capillary 
action and vapor differential are com- 
mon offenders. To stop water prob- 
blems before they start, insist on 
membrane waterproofing specifications 
and proper drainage in all new con- 
struction. Such relatively minor in- 
vestments in an “‘ounce of prevention’”’ 
will pay big dividends in the form of 
long and satisfactory service from 
resilient floors. 


Floor covering specifications depend 
upon three types of moisture condi- 
tions: 


1. CONCRETE SUB-FLOORS 


Suspended concrete—No problem here 
if the concrete floor has been well dried. 
This is easily determined by testing. * 
Specify any of the following: Lino- 
leum Tile and Yard Goods, Solid 
Vinyl Tile, Inlaid Vinyl Yard Goods, 
Wonderflor Vinyl Tile, Vinyl Asbestos 
Tile, Asphalt Tile. 


On-grade and below-grade concrete— 
Though slabs may appear perfectly 
dry at times, some moisture must be 
presumed, since the ground in any 
area will be moistened by rain at some 
time during the year. This moisture 
migrates upward, becoming alkaline 


as it passes through the concrete slab. 
Consequently, excellent resistance to 
alkaline chemicals and moisture is re- 
quired in floor coverings. On below- 
grade floors, specify Vinyl Asbestos 
Tile, Solid Vinyl Tile or Asphalt Tile. 
For on-grade floors specify any of the 
following floors: Solid Vinyl Tile, 
Vinyl Asbestos Tile, Wonderflor Vinyl 
Tile, Asphalt Tile and Fashionaire 
Vinyl. If a membrane waterproofing 
has been installed according to manu- 
facturer’s specifications, ‘“‘On-Grade 
Concrete’”’ specification is available 
upon request, for the installation of 
Inlaid Linoleum and Inlaid Vinyl 
Yard Goods. 


2. WOOD SUB-FLOORS 


All wood floors must be suspended for 
satisfactory performance. When sus- 
pended over a living area, there is no 
moisture problem. A crawl space at 
least 18” high with adequate cross 
ventilation is required to allow exces- 
sive moisture to escape. Its retention 


will result in rotting and warpage of 
the sub-floor and serious damage to 
the floor above. Specify: Linoleum 
Tile and Yard Goods, Solid Vinyl 
Tile, Inlaid Vinyl Yard Goods, Won- 
derflor Vinyl Tile, Vinyl Asbestos 
Tile, Asphalt Tile. 


3. SURFACE MOISTURE 


In areas of excessive spillage (laundry 
rooms, etc.) moisture will accumulate, 
enter floor seams and attack the adhe- 
sive. For best water resistances pecify: 
Solid Vinyl, Vinyl Asbestos, and As- 
phalt Tile. Congoleum-Nairn #350

HOW TO CARE FOR 
CONGOLEUM-NAIRN FLOORS AND WALLS 


FLOORS 


Daily removal of dirt, dust and grit 


The best preventive maintenance is a daily 
sweeping with a soft fibre or hair broom to re- 
move surface dirt. This prevents dirt from being 
subsequently ground into the floor—make this a 
regular habit and the extra effort will pay big 
dividends in the form of lasting beauty and ap- 
pearance of the floor. Do not use oil-based 
sweeping compounds as they tend to leave a film 
which will repel wax or may even have a 
damaging effect on some types of flooring. 


Light cleaning — weekly basis 


If the floor is swept daily, a light weekly wash- 
ing will be effective—damp mopping with cool 
water may be all that is necessary (no detergent 
or cleaner). Heel marks or smudges may require 
extra attention. In this case light rubbing with 
fine steel wool (0 or 00) and detergent are ef- 
fective—these spots should then receive a light 
application of wax. It is important to use a clean 
mop and to change the rinse water frequently. 


Major cleaning and wax removal — 


Depending on traffic and your standards of ap- 
pearance, a major cleaning may be done on a 
monthly, quarterly or even at longer intervals. 
Use only liquid detergents—soaps tend to leave 
scum or metallic deposits particularly when used 
in hard water areas. Strength and type of deter- 
gent will depend on the type of flooring—as a 
general rule use mild, neutral detergents on 
linoleum and asphalt tile—stronger detergents 
may be used, if necessary, on vinyl sheet goods 
and tile or vinyl asbestos tile (follow manufac- 
turer’s directions explicitly). Avoid scouring 
cleansers as they leave deposits which are diffi- 
cult to rinse off. 


With vinyl flooring, it is recommended that 
you annually remove wax utilizing a scrubbing 
machine with fine steel wool pads. This annual 
removal of all wax will restore the floor cover- 
ing’s original luster and beauty. 


Rinse procedure 


Never flood a fioor with rinse water as it may 
loosen the adhesive bond under the flooring. Re- 
move wash water with a clean mop or sponge. 
Rinse with a minimum amount of clear, cool 
water—it is better to rinse twice with a mini- 
mum amount of water than to flood the floor 
once. Allow the floor to dry thoroughly before 
applying finish (30-60 minutes or longer de- 
pending on the weather conditions). 


Application of the finish 


The amount of the finish which is applied is 
highly important. A thick, gummy application is 
almost as harmful as no application of wax at 


all. Apply a thin coat of wax. This allows mois- 
ture to evaporate, drying to a hard film. An 
excessive application hardens on the top, but 
remains tacky underneath; such a condition is 
conducive to catching and holding dirt, thus 
affording little protection to the floor and result- 
ing in poor appearance over a short period of 
time. 

The wax should be applied with a clean string 
mop or lambswool applicator. Long straight 
strokes in one direction gives the best results. 
Allow to dry for 20-30 minutes, longer on humid 
days before applying the second coat. 

At this point, the floor is completely prepared 
for service. The question of when to reclean and 
rewax will depend on the individual traffic pat- 
terns and the desired appearance levels. Rewax- 
ing should be done before the old coat has 
completely worn off and should only be applied 
to traffic areas. As a general rule, no more than 
5 coats should be applied before stripping the 
finish. 


Types of finishes 


Use only self-polishing water based emulsion 
waxes (Congoleum-Nairn Self Polishing Wax) 
which are removable—choice will depend on 
desired gloss level—self-polishing waxes give a 
soft glow rather than a high shine. The soft 
glow diminishes the “show-through” of uneven 
floorboards, indentations, ete. 


Important 


Women’s steel reinforced heels (stilleto) , broken 
casters and small metal slides (domes of silence) 
indent floor coverings and may mar them per- 
manently. Equip all furniture with large surface 
casters, glides or furniture cups (plastic casters 
are preferred, some rubber casters may per- 
manently stain your floor covering). Rest heavy 
appliances or cabinets on a separate, extra pad 
of floor covering cut to the size of the base. 


WALLS 


Most soiling is easily removed from Vinyl 
“Congowall,” Solid Vinyl Tile, Flor-Ever Vinyl 
Yard Goods, Linoleum Tile and Yard Goods 
with a damp cloth. When a complete washing 
is indicated, use cool water and Congoleum- 
Nairn Floor Cleaner. Rinse the wall covering 
thoroughly with clean cool water, and dry with 
a terry cloth or chamois. No waxing is required. 


COUNTER TOPS 


Keep Wondertop Vinyl clean with a damp 
cloth. Always use a pad under pots that are 
hotter than boiling water. Sink and counter tops 
may be waxed or not, as the owner prefers. 
However, an occasional waxing with a good 
paste wax will produce a lasting gloss.
